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NEW LAWS ON FINANCE. 


B o a rd o f Iftrade M en C on fer— T h e 
S ug­ 


g estio n s M ade. 
W ashington, Jan. 28.—The national 
board of trade at its meeting Wednes­ 
day adopted the report of the commit­ 
tee on banking laws. 
The plan pre­ 
cented 
was 
briefly 
as follows: 
I. 
T hat gold coin shall remain the stand­ 
ard money. 
2. That steps should be 
taken to retire all United States notes 
in such a \*ay as not to disturb busi­ 
ness relations; that 
national 
banks 
chall be allowed to issue currency to 
the par value of the bonds, and the tax 
on circulation 
be reduced 
and 
the 
banks be allowed to issue 
currency 
based on assets, under such national 
supervision 
and 
restriction 
as will 
make it safe, elastic and redeemable 
in gold at bank of issue and at at the 
city of New York. 3. That such banks 
of issue, with a capital of $20,000 
or 
more, be authorized to be established 
in towns and villages of less than 3,000 
population. 
The commitee on the subject of a 
monetary commission made a report, 
in which congress is asked to create a 
commission, to consist of eleven per­ 
sons, to be appointed by the president. 
This commission shall enter upon a 
thorough and comprehensive consid­ 
eration of the currency and banking 
affairs of the United States and laws 
relating thereto. On or before Jan. I, 
1898, it shall make a report of its de­ 
liberations together with a proper bill 
designed to carry its recommendations 
into effect. 
The Chicago board of trade present­ 
ed a resolution, 
which 
was adopted, 
providing for an act of txmgress mak­ 
ing the giving out of advance informa­
